“SAFETY FIRST” IN THE SCHOOLS? 


V 
}5o many persons are losing their lives 
every year in avoidable accidents that so 
busy a man as Judge Gary, 
head 
of the 
great steel industry, finds the problem big 
and important enough to engage a large 
portion of his thought and time. Simething 
must be done, he declares to reduce this ap­ 
palling death toll and his proposal is “such 
an aggressive campaign of education that 
public sentiment 
will 
be developed to a 
point where rigid enforcement of the law 
will be maintained and an overwhelming 
sentiment in favor of protection will be es­ 
tablished.” 
But how is such a campaign to be carried 
out? 
Campaigns of education have been 
tried before, they are in progress now, but 
they have not been effective. 
The death 
toll from accidents, especially motor acci­ 
dents, increases every year, though every 
year witnesses a wider and more intensive 
educational 
crusade 
in 
the 
interest of 
“safety first.” 
It is easily possible that the New York 
Tribune is right when it suggests that the 
only way in which such a campaign can be 
made measurably successful is by carrying 
it on in the schools. “Safety first” does not 
come naturally to the present generation. 
This generation grew up at a time when 
“safety first” was not necessary because 
there were few 
automobiles 
and streets 
and roads were comparatively safe. Cau- 
tioii is not instinctive in the present genera­ 
tion, a large proportion of which has not 
be$n able to acquire the habit of caution 
and will probably never be able to acquire 
it. : 
Appreciable reduction of the death toll 
from motor accidents may well require the 
implanting of a new instinct in the human 
species, at least in that portion of it which 
lives in densely populated districts, and the 
best way to do that— perhaps the only way 
— is to start with the young of the species. 
It is easily possible that in no other way 
can caution be made to those who perceive 
that the school curricula are already over­ 
burdened with subjects, but some of them, 
at any rate, will admit that “safety first” 
is one of the great desiderata of modern 
life and that if the schools can secure it for 
us, they should be utilized to that end. 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS. 
The automobile, which has worked so 
nany obvious changes in modem life, is 
working another which is not so generally 
ealized. 
It is making 
more 
imperative 
han eveirthe establishment of parks and 
daygrounds in cities. 
Though the streets 
f á city were never supposed to be places 
or children to play they have always, as a 
latter of fact, 
served 
that 
purpose in 
raster or less degree. In every large city 
iiere are thousands of children who must 
lay in the streets if they are to play at a ll; 
nd they have played there for generations 
nd have thus obtained the recreation and 
xercise in the open air which children 
eed. 
Éut this must now come to an end. 
In- 
eed in most cities it has virtually come to 
n end already. 
The increase of automo- 
iles has closed the streets to the children, 
here are few 
city 
thoroughfares 
now 
rhere the youngsters can play with safety 
r enjoy themselves on their roller skates 
itfaout danger to their lives. 
Yet the chil- 
ren must have places to play and there 
re few more pressing problems of munici- 
al government and civics than that of pro- 
ding for the chilffren, not only of today 


NEWBERRY MAY QUIT. 


As the result of Tuesday’s election 
strange things are due to happen according 
to rumors eminating from various quarters. 
Probably the most outstanding one will be 
the resignation of Mr. Newberry from the 
United States senate, as forecasted in dis­ 
patches 
from 
Michigan. 
The defeat of 
Townsend, republican, in the state by a 
democrat who made the Newberry scandal 
the real issue of the campaign has so startl­ 
ed republicans, who see in it promise of a 
revival of the effort to oust Newberry from 
his seat, that already 
efforts 
are 
being 
made to forestall 
action 
by 
having the 
Michigan senator quit, 
once and for all. 
Newberry has not consented as yet but it 
looks as if he will do so if he becomes satis­ 
fied that the scandal will be revived again. 
If this should happen it will be a distinct 
slap at Senator Spencer of Missouri who 
was the head and front of the Newberry 
defense and who led the fight which result­ 
ed in his retaining the place that he had 
actually purchased.

MARRIAGE INSURANCE IN SIGHT.

The frequency of divorce, showing that 
a great percentage of marriages are fail-1 
ures, together with the accompanying prob­ 
lems of alimony or other means of support 
for the divided family, has very naturally, | 
it would seem, brought forward through 
enterprising insurance men the recommen- j 
dation that divorce insurance be establish­ 
ed as a system. 
Two phases of the subject have been ad-1 
vanced. 
The first suggestion was that in­ 
surance policies against divorce be issu­ 
ed, but this seems rather unlikely to win fa -; 
vor with happy brides and grooms, who, of 
course, believe that they will live blissfully 
ever after. 
Another recommendation 
is 
that the policies be written for happy mar- j 
riages rather than against unhappy ones. 
The New York Insurance Press suggests j 
that a joint endowment policy for husband ¡ 
and wife, payable to both in full at the end , 
of twenty-five years, or to either on the I 
death of the other, would attain the desir­ 
ed end by a stipulation giving a consider­ 
ably smaller benefit to the innocent partner j 
in case of divorce. 
This stipuation would, j 
it is thought, check hasty divorce action on 
the part of the aggrieved one. 
This sort of insurance 
would rem ove; 
something of the element of romance from 
marriage and would have a tendency to jar 
upon tender sentiment, but this is a highly 
practical age and even the most 
loving 
brides sometimes have an eye to their per­ 
sonal interests. 
Thése are progressive days. 
Marriage, 
once thought to be an insurance in itself 
for happy life, is no longer to be depended 
on. The outcome is uncertain. The young 
bride and groom who start out with happy 
hopes may be in the 
divorce 
courts five 
years hence. If there is any way of increas­ 
ing the stability of the wedded life, even j 
through 
a 
cold 
business 
arrangement, 
ought it not to be done? 
If the pledge of 
the marriage ceremony are not enough, in­ 
surance may help.

Chapter 29.—Giving Faces to Skulls 


KEMP and CLAY, A uctioneers 


“How 
can bones 
help us know i 
what people of the Stone Age looked 
I lige?” 
This question wa3 contained in the 
letter of a child who is reading this 
series. The answer is: 
“Bones can never tell us exactly 
how those people appeared, but they 
give us a good idea of the size and 
shape of the heads and bodies.” 
To show you hgw scientists often 
go about such work, we are publish­ 
ing the picture of a skull half cover­ 
ed with clay. This skull belonged to 
a man of the Stone Age. 
It was 
found in a cave in the little village 
of Cro-Magnon. France. 
The 
cave 
was discovered 
by 
workmen who 
were building a road in the village. 
Look carefully at the picture. On 
the left side, the skull itself can be 
seen. On the right, you see the clay 
modeled 
outside 
the 
skull. 
The 
modeling was done by a man who 
had studied this subject deeply. He 
could tell how the face probably look­ 
ed. 
Near his skeleton, a number of 
other skeletons were fcund. Two of 
tfcese belonged to young men, anoth­ 
er was of a woman whose forehead 
bore the mark of a wound from some 
heavy blow. t Pieces of a child’s skel­ 
eton 
were also 
unearthed in this 
cave. 
These people lived about 25,000 
years ago. 
Much 
older 
skeletons 
have been found, but the people of 
the Cro-Magnon cavern are of spe­ 
cial interest because they lived dur­ 
ing tho time those remarkable cave 
paintings and engravings were made. 
The Cro-Magnon men were rather 
tall, average about 5 feet, 11 inches. 
They had broad faces, but their noses 
appear to have been narrow and good 
looking. 
The lower jaw was thick 
and strong. 
Their shin bones were long, which 
points to swiftness of foot. 
Best of 
• all, their skulls 
prove 
that 
their 
brains were mu<5h larger than those 
of most men who had lived in pre­ 


vious ages. 
This fact fits in weí 
with their fine ability as artists and 
makers of stone tools. 
Many more 
skeletons 
of peopli 
who lived at about the same timi 
have been found in other caves. Foi 
instance, in four caves near Grimaldi 
were 14 skeletons of people related 
in race to the Cro-Magnon. The aver 
age height of the men in this grouj 
was 6 feet 1% inches. 
Some of the other men of the Stow 
Age were not so tall. For instance 
17 skeletons were dug up in the cavi 
of

France.

This man lived about twenty-fivi 
thousand years ago. His skull givei 
us an idea of how his face once 
looked.
